(This is the third and final ar- 
ticle ina Series that describes the 
need, objectives and proposals set 
forth by Sharon Bradley-Papp, 
landscape architect consultant to 
the city for renovating the 
Roosevelt Center mall. Bradley- 
Papp lists several problems with 
the existing mall, most’ of which 
relate to the existing Bradford 
pear trees. They have aged past 
their prime, she reports, and have 
now become a hazard due to the 
threat of falling branches. They 
also obstruct the view of the 
mall's focal point, its mother and. 
child statue by Lenore Thomas, 
and of the business signs such as 
the theater marquee. In addition, 
the Bomanite-[imitation brick] 
pavement néeds to be replaced. 

Bradley-Papp has presented to 
the city council three alternative 
proposals. The first, described in 
last week's article, calls for mini- 
mal change, It would replace the 
existing trees with London plane 
trees and the Bomanite pavement 
with aggregate concrete, and re- 
place the evergreen trees behind 
the statue with star magnolias. 
The benches would be replaced 
with ones of similar design to 
those originally piaced in the 
mall. 

This article describes the other 
two proposals presented to the 
council.) 

Both Design Options 2 and 3 
proposed by Landscape Architect 
Sharon Bradley-Papp are more 
elaborate and costly renovation 
plans than the minimal Option 1 
and are intended to restore some 
of the elements of the original 
1937 plan. Bradley-Papp does 
not believe that the mall should 
be fully restored to the: original 
plan, however, because its charac- 
ter was changed by the new 
buildings added to the commer- 
cial center. Option 3 is a varia- 
tion of Option 2 and would be 
about as elaborate and costly. 
Bradley-Papp has given the coun- 
cil a very preliminary cost esti- 
mate of between $150,000 and

$200,000 for the three options. 
The city’s capital improvement 
program includes $115,000 for 
the mall renovation, an amount 
sufficient to do only a minimal 
amount of work.

Features 

As with Option 1, both op- 
tions would use London plane 
trees instead of Bradford pears, 
aggregate pavement instead of 
Bomanite, and use benches simi- 
lar in design to those used in 
1937. Both Options 2 and 3 
would extend the mall to the rear 
parking lot by replacing the ex- 
isting stairs with a terraced stair- 
way located behind the statue. 
At the bottom of the stairway 
would be a paved plaza. A 
planted buffer of trees would 
partially separate the plaza from 
the parking lot. Both options 
call: for small flowering trees 
planted on either side of the 
stairway behind the statue and a 
terraced grass hillside. 

Option 2 would limit the Lon- 
don plane trees to a single row 
on either side of the mall. Also, 
the trees would be well set back 
from the street so as not to ob- 
struct the view of the entrances 
to either the theater or the 
Greenbelt Credit Union. There 
would be a broad paved aisle 
through the center of the mall 
that would lead to the statue and 
the stairway behind thé statue. 

Opposite the entrances to the 
7-11 store and Beiing restaurant 
there would be two rectangular 
areas bounded on three sides by 
a 30-inch high yew hedge. 
Tables and chairs are proposed to

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Center Mall Plans 


Reviewed by Council

There was little sign of con- 
sensus among the members of the 
Greenbelt City Council as Land- 
scape Architect Sharon Bradley- 
Papp presented her concept plans 
at the October 7 regular meeting. 
The decision on which plan to 
approve was deferred until after 
an as yet unscheduled 
worksession. 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts supported the “missing op- 
tion”——the original 1937 layout. 
Although he liked “a few little 
things in each plan,” he recalled 
getting “an earful” while cam- 
paigning from citizens skeptical 
of the-need to spend a lot to redo 
a center that they like as it is. 
He also complained of having to 
make a decision with little or no 
cost information. 

Bradley-Papp’s preliminary 
cost estimate is $150,000 - 
$200,000 depending upon the op- 
tion chosen. While she expects 
to have better figures soon, a 
“hard” estimate cannot be made 
until a single option is selected 
and more detailed plans devel- 
oped. 

Councilmember Thomas White 
was “headed in the direction of 
option One.” He said that this 
plan met his concerns about exist- 
ing conditions and saw no need 
to reestablish the center stairway. 

Councilmember Edward Putens 
preferred a combination of Option 
2 with Roberts’ “Option 4” (the 
1937 plan). He liked the center 
staircase, saying it captures the 
1937 essence. He called for a 


public hearing after the 
worksession. 
Mayor Antoinette Bram 


pointed out that citizens have 
asked that the mall be left alone. 
However, she noted that some 
have since complained about the 
steepness of the current stairway. 
She favored Option 2. 

Councilmember Judith Davis 
also favored ‘Option 2, liking the 
way that the hedges open up the 
front of the mall.

McLaughlin Is Appointed 
Greenbelt’s City Manager

The. main item of business at 
the October 7 regular meeting of 
the Greenbelt. City Council was 
the appointment of Michael P. 
McLaughlin as the new city 
manager. McLaughlin has 
worked for the city since October 
1979 and has been Interim City 
Manager since the departure of 
former City Manager Daniel 
Hobbs in July. 

A nearly full house saw 
McLaughlin appointed, as many 
past and present city employees 
(and a former mayor) came to 
see the formal council action. 
The vote was capped with a 
standing ovation from the audi- 
ence. City Clerk David Moran 
was the subject of teasing as the 
two previous city ‘clerks observed 


his performance at this meeting. 
Former Mayor Gil Weidenfeld 
introduced himself as a member 
of the city’s Employee Relations 
Board and former Administrative 
Assistant Eric Berlin offered his 
former boss his assistance, hav- 
ing become a city manager (of a 
small city in Kansas) before 
McLaughlin. 

Following a brief break for a 
cake honoring McLaughlin’s ap- 
pointment, Mayor Antoinette 
Bram gave him the floor (after 
She finally got the other 
councilmembers in their chairs 
and the chamber quieted). He 
thanked council for giving him 
this opportunity, and pledged “to 
support this and future councils 
to continue and enhance” the

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PTSA Seeks Hearing 


At the October 8 meeting of 
the Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School Parent-Teacher-Student 
Association, the membership 
voted to send the following re- 
quest to the elected Prince 
George’s County leadership: 

From a series of public hear- 
ings held by the “Prince 
George’s County Task Force on 
Education Funding,” their final 
report, issued in March, states: 
“For the most part the public 
seemed to support full funding 
for the school system, but 
seemed skeptical about whether 
any increase in taxes to fund 
the schools would actually be 
spent on the schools. The pub- 
lic made it clear to the Task 


' Force that they would need as- 


surance that any new taxes lev- 
ied for schools would actually 
increasé funding over and 
above the current levels asa 
pre-condition for their support. 
Absent such assurances, they 
could not support a tax in- 
crease.”

Hoyer Announces 
Funding for Parkway 


Congressman Steny Hoyer 
(MD-5) announced recently the 
U.S. Department of Transporta- 


tion approved $4 million in’ 


Federal Highway Administration 
funding for the Baltimore- 
Washington Parkway. The 
funding is for partial recon- 
struction of the MD Route 197 
interchange, the last remaining 
portion of the Parkway to be 
rebuilt by the Maryland State 
Highway Administration. Hoyer 
is a member of the House Ap- 
propriations Committee that 
helped secure more than $138 
million for this project since 
1986. 

The Federal section of the 
B-W Parkway extends 18.5 
miles for D.C.-Maryland line at 
U.S. 50, north to Maryland 
Route 175. Route 197 is a ma- 
jor roadway serving local and 
commuter traffic between Lau- 
rel and Bowie. The current av- 
erage daily traffic on the B-W 
Parkway at Route 197 is ap- 
proximately 80,000 vehicles per 
day, witha projected number of 
103,000 by the year 2015. 
Most of the traffic using both 
Route 197 and the B-W Park- 
way is commuter traffic.

Design Option 2, submitted by Landscape Architect Sharon Bra- 
dley-Papp for the renovation of Roosevelt Center mall, calls for 
more extensive changes than the minimal plan, Option 1. As with 
that option, the Bradford pear trees would be replaced with Lon- 
don planes, the Bomanite decorative pavement with aggregate 
concrete and the benches with concrete and wood benches simi- 
lar to the original 1937 benches. In addition, a terraced stairway 
behind the statue would replace the existing stairs and a plaza 
would be located at the foot of the stairs. There would be only a 
single row of trees on either side of the mall, starting well back 
from the street. In front would be two outdoor dining areas out- 
lined by low yew hedges. 

—plans prepared by Bradley-Papp Architecture, Inc. for the City of Greenbelt 
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Design Option 3 is similar to Option 2 as to kind of trees, pave- 
ment and benches. It also calls for a new stairway behind the 
statue and a plaza below. A double row of trees is provided on 
either side of the mall in one section in order to provide a shaded 
area for dining, etc. Also, the ornamental paving areas have been 
made in the shapes of the original 1937 planting beds.

be placed within these rectangles 
with umbrellas possibly added 
during the summer. The intent 
of the yew hedges is to re-cre- 
ate the appearance of the origi- 
nal planting areas that were 
lined with privet hedges. How- 
ever, the original planting areas 
had lawns and shrubs instead of 


aggregate pavement and tables. | 


Best Views 

Option 2 would most prob- 
ably provide the best views of 
the mother and child statue and 
of building signage. However, 
it would do so at the expense 
of providing fewer shaded ar- 
eas. 

The third option also pro- 
vides a single row of trees on 
either side of the mall for the 
most part. However, in a cen- 
tral area in front of the cleaners 
and the collectibles shop, there 
would be double rows of three 
trees each. This area is desig- 
nated as a shaded area for out- 
door dining, etc. 

The yew hedges are not in- 
cluded in Option 3. Instead, to 
further bring the mall back to 
its original design, the aggre- 
gate paved areas would be in 
the shape of the original mall 
planting beds. While of similar 
shape, however, the aggregate 
areas are not of the same size 
as the original beds. - Bradley- 
Papp contends that this design 
replicates the historic layout 
without taking away gathering 
space. 

Option 3 calls for the plant- 
ing of 22 London plane trees, 
the same number as 
Bradley-Papp proposes in Op- 
tion 1, and equal to the number 
of Bradford pear trees that were 
planted... In comparison, Option 
3 calls for only 12 trees.

city’s traditions for providing a 
high quality of life for residents 
and for serving as a leader in lo- 
cal government in Maryland. 

Green Ridge House Parking 

Council accepted the Advisory 
Planning Board’s report on the 
request to construct 26 additional 
parking places to the rear of 
Green Ridge House. An access 
road would also be built on the 
south side of the building. The 
report says that the project would 
require a land use agreement with 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. and the re- 
moval of vegetation. The project 
would be “noticeable” to resi- 
dents of 20 court of Ridge Road. 
The board recommended that 
council not approve the project 
“for environmental, aesthetics, 
and economic reasons; and insuf- 
ficient need.” 

The report will be considered 
at a future council meeting. 

National Historic Landmark 

The National Park Service is 
considering designating the 
Greenbelt Historic District as a 
National Historic Landmark. The 
Landmarks Committee will con- 
sider the city’s nomination at a 
November 20 meeting (Room 
5160, Main Interior Building) and 
will make its recommendations 
the next day. Private property 
owners have been notified by the 
Park Service of the nomination 
and given 60 days to submit wnit- 
ten comments. 

In response to concerns by the 
Ad-Hoc Historic District Study 
Committee and the Maryland-Na- 
tional Capital Park and Planning 
Commission, council agreed to 
send a letter jointly with 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. to the af- 
fected property owners. stressing 
that landmark status does not im- 
pose any additional restrictions on 
how they use or modify their 
property. According to the draft 
letter, the landmark program’s 
purpose “is to focus attention on 
properties of exceptional value to 
the nation...and to promote his- 
toric preservation.” 

Council also authorized send- 
ing a “strong support letter” to 
the Park Service. 

Other Actions 

Bram presented Sgt. Daniel 
Love with a proclamation declar- 
ing October crime prevention 
month in Greenbelt. Love ex- 
plained that he was one of the 
few senior officers not currently 
injured. Later in the meeting, 
when Chief James Craze hobbled 
in. on crutches, the mayor help- 
fully explained that he was recov- 
ering from a broken ankle suf- 
fered when getting out of his 
boat—in his driveway.

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Fire Prevention Month 


Knowing What To Do 
Could Save Your Life 


by Randy Crenwelge 


(This is the first in a series of 
Fire Prevention articles offering 
useful information on smoke detec- 
tors, fire extinguishers, escape and 
exit drills and firé prevention tips.) 

October is Fire Prevention 
Month. During this time each 
year, businesses, schools, and 
homeowners take time to remind 
themselves of lifesaving tips and 
techniques that when properly ex- 
ercised during a fire emergency 
can bring joy to both the individu- 
als rescued from fires and the 
firefighting professionals that com- 
mit themselves to saving lives. 
The Fire Service has learned what 
acts and techniques are proven 
life-savers. By following the ad- 
vice of the professionals, chances 
of survival during an actual fire 
emergency can be greatly en- 
hanced. . 

Fire Basics 

All fires require fuel, heat, and 
oxygen. These three ingredients 
together make up the fire triangle. 
Without each of these, a fire can- 
not sustain itself. 

Oxygen is everywhere, and al- 
most any material can become fuel 
for a fire. The materials can in- 
clude clothing, furniture, wood, 


paper, plastic, combustible gases, 


and flammable liquids such as 
gasoline, etc. It just takes a hu- 
man act or oversight, mechanical 
or electrical malfunction, or some 
natural event such as lightning to 
bring oxygen, fuel, and heat to- 
gether. 

Fires can be extinguished by 
removing the fuel, cutting off the 
supply of oxygen, reducing the 
fuel’s temperature, or in some 
other way disrupting the molecular 


Fire Safety Tips 

The following tips help fire 
victims survive: 1) Sleep with 
bedroom doors closed. Closed 
doors provide protection 
against heat and smoke. 2) 
Teach every member of a 
household to recognize the 
sound of the smoke alarms in- 
stalled in’the house. 3)

chain reaction that keeps the fire 
burning. 

Death caused by severe burns is 
only one fatal danger of fire. One- 
third of home fire victims die from 
burns; the fire itself consumes oxy- 
gen causing suffocation when. the 
air supply drops in oxygen content 
to below 17 percent. Smoke and 
toxic fumes are the leading cause 
of death in fires. Death occurs 
when people are asleep and never 
wake up due to inhaling the smoke 
and poisonous fumes. 

Smoke Detectors 


All home and business owners 


should test each smoke detector to 
ensure its proper functioning. 
Smoke detectors should be in- 
stalled on every level of a home 
including the basement. More 
than half of all fatal home fires 
start at night while people are 
asleep. As a side issue, the Na- 
tional Fire Protection Association 
(NFPA) recommends that people 
sleep at night with closed doors to 
slow the spread of smoke and 
fumes during a fire. If home occu- 
pants sleep in rooms with the 
doors closed, a fire detector should 
also be installed in the bedrooms. 
New homes are required to have 
smoke detectors installed in each 
bedroom. The sooner a sleeping

better are his or her chances of 
survival. Fire officials consider 
smoke detectors to be the most ef- 
fective, low-cost early warning de- 
vice available. Having smoke de- 
tectors installed in a home can cut 
the risk of dying in a fire by al- 
most one-half, according to the 
National Fire Protection 
Association’s fire safety tips. Spe- 
cial smoke detectors are available 
for use in homes where people 
that have disabilities live. It is 
good to remember that smoke de- 
tectors are “a ticket to escape.” 
Greenbelt’s Fire Chief Gene Davis 
advised it is a good habit to re- 
place smoke detector batteries dur- 
ing Fire Protection Month.

Except for the domestic killing 
reported elsewhere in this paper, 
it was a relatively quiet week for 
the Greenbelt Police Department. 
The next most serious crime re- 
ported for the week was the as- 
sault of two school administrators 
at Eleanor Roosevelt High School 
on October 10 by a student who 
_ was found to be in possession of 
two cutting devices that could 
have been utilized as deadly 
weapons. The student assaulted 
the administrators and attempted 
to flee when the cutting devices 
were found. The nonresident stu- 
dent was placed into custody by 
the School Resource Officer and 
charged with two counts of pos- 
session of a deadly weapon on 
school property, two counts of 
assault, resisting arrest and ‘dis- 
ruption of school activities. 

Police responded to a com- 
plaint of several individuals pos- 
sibly selling drugs at the 
Springhill Lake Shopping Center 
on October 8 at 5:14 p.m.. Sev- 
eral individuals walked away as 
an investigating officer ap- 
proached. The officer asked one 
of the individuals to return, and 
observed him throw something on 
the ground behind a trash can. 
The item turned out to be a plas- 
tic baggie containing multiple 
rocks of crack cocaine. A non- 
resident youth was arrested for 
possession of a controlled danger- 
ous substance with intent to dis- 
tribute, He was later released to 
the: custody of an adult pending 
action by fhe juvenile justice sys- 
tem.

Fatal Stabbing 


Greenbelt Police Officer 
George Mathews reports that 
Sabrina Ann Covington, age 19, 
of 9322 Edmonston Road ha: 
been arrested and charged with 
the murder of 17-year-old Juliar 
Payne of the same address. 

According to Mathews, offic- 
ers responded to the 9300 block 
of Edmonston Road on October 
11 at approximately 7:19 p.m. af- 
ter receiving a report of a stab- 
bing. When they arrived on the 
scene, “officers discovered a male 
laying [sic] on the front landing 
of an apartment building suffering 
from an apparent stab wound to 
his chest.” He was transported 
by ambulance to Prince George’s 
Doctor’s Hospital, where he was 
pronounced dead a short time 
later. 

Investigation revealed that 
Payne’ and his girlfriend, 
Covington, had been involyed in 
a domestic argument in front of 
the apartment building. Mathews 
noted that when the couple 
walked into the hallway, “the ar- 
gument turned into a physical al- 
tercation. At some’ point 
(Covington) allegedly stabbed 
(Payne) in the chest with a steak- 
type knife.” 

Covington appeared before a 
District Court Commissioner, was 
charged with second degree mur- 
der and held on $500,000 bond 
pending trial.
